With  the  progressive  spirit  of  the 
age  keeping  pace  with  the  progress  made  in  the  arts  and  sciences, 
comes  the  demand  for  higher  education  among  all  classes  and  both 
sexes.  The  boy  born  and  reared  on  our  farms  may  be  destined  to 
sit  in  our  national  halls  of  legislature,  or  direct  the  vast  enter- 
prises of  some  colossal  business  stretching  out  its  busy  lines  to 
every  part  of  the  world.  The  girl  who  now  knows  no  other  life  than 
that  incident  to  our  quiet  town,  may  in  the  near  future  sit  in  sol- 
emn dignity  on  the  Full  Bench  with  the  learned  Doctor  of  the  Law, 
or  be  called  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  Good  Tidings  in  some  elegant 
city  church.  Men  and  women  with  educated  brains  are  in  demand 
as  never  before  in  the  history  of  the  world,  and  it  becomes  us  as 
parents  to  see  to  it  that  our  children  shall  not  be  handicapped  in 
the  race  by  any  deficiency  in  education  which  we  could  have  sup- 
plied.

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  to  preside  in  said  meeting. 

2.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

3.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Overseer  of  the 
Poor,  School  Board,  Liquor  Agent,  and  Auditors,  and  pass  any 
vote  in  relation  thereto. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  to  pay 
Town  Debts,  defray  Town  Charges,  and  appropriate  the  same. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  to  re- 
pair Highways  and  appropriate  the  same. 

6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  Schools  in  addition  to  the  amount 
required  to  be  raised  by  law. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  Veteran's  Asso- 
ciation of  Greenfield,  for  Decoration  Day,  or  take  any  action 
thereon .

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  to  purchase  ladders,  ladder 
hooks  and  water  buckets,  for  the  use  of  the  town,  or  take  any  ac- 
tion relating  thereto. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  remove  the  wall  on  the  east 
end  of  the  Old  Cemetery,  and  build  a  suitable  fence,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


We  believe  the  school  year  now  closed  to  have  been  a  prosperous 
one.  The  schools  have  been  well  attended.  The  teachers  as  a  rule 
have  honestly  tried  to  do  their  work  well,  and  the  scholars  have 
been  well  disposed  and  have  given  us  very  little  trouble.  We 
think  there  has  been  a  steady  improvement  in  the  character  of  the 
schools  and  the  behavior  of  the  pupils.  We  think  the  terms  have 
been  long  enough.  After  about  so  many  weeks  the  children  get 
tired  and  the  schools  cease  to  be  profitable.  If  we  are  to  have 
more  schooling,  we  want  an  extra  term,  not  longer  terms.  There 
was  not  money  enough  for  an  extra  term,  so  we  thought  best  to 
save  what  was  left  for  another  year  in  the  hope  that  then  we  might 
have  an  extra  term.  Many  of  our  people  want  the  children  to 
have  more  schooling.  It  is  a  question  in  our  minds  whether  it 
would  be  better  to  have  an  extra  term  all  round,  or  to  have  the 
extra  money  expended  in  maintaining  a  high  and  grammar  school 
for  the  larger  pupils  of  the  town.  In  Hancock  we  understand  they 
have  two  terms  all  round  and  a  high  school  in  the  winter  in  the 
center  of  the  town.  With  a  little  extra  money  we  can  do  better 
than  that.  We  could  have  two  terms  all  round  and  in  the  winter 
a  high  and  a  grammar  school  in  the  two  rooms  in  the  new  school 
house.  The  Board  feel  themselves  to  be  but  the  servants  of  the 
peojjle,  and  their  only  wish  in  the  matter  is  to  take  the  course  that 
will  satisfy  our  people.  We  believe  we  have  as  bright  and  capable 
children  as  any  town  in  the  world,  and  we  would  like  to  see  them 
have  every  advantage  possible,  so  that  the  people  who  celebrate  the 
two  hundredth  anniversary  of  Greenfield  may  say  of  us,  with  all 
our  faults  we  looked  well  after  the  interests  of  our  children.  Let 
us  not  forget  that  we  are  making  the  history  of  our  second  century 
of  existence  as  a  town.  Shall  we  not  try  to  make  such  a  history  as 
our  children's  children  shall  not  need  to  be  ashamed  of  ?  Let  the 
dead  past  bury  its  dead.  We  need  to  put  forth  our  best  endeavors 
as  a  united  and  intelligent  community  if  we  are  to  keep  up  with 
the  procession  in  the  onward  movement  of  this  great  nation 
towards  an  ideal  civilization.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Another  school  year  has  closed,  and  a  very  busy  and  prosperous 
year  it  has  been.  Our  schools  are  standing  on  higher  grounds. 
They  have  been  well  attended  during  the  past  year,  and  with  perhaps 
one  or  two  exceptions,  we  have  had  very  good  teachers,  who  have 
entered  into  their  work  with  a  good  deal  of  energy,  and  have 
worked  faithfully  not  only  to  draw  their  salaries  but  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  scholars  under  their  care.  The  money  you  have  put 
in  our  hands  has  been  judiciously  expended  according  to  our  best 
ability  for  the  best  interest  of  all  the  schools  in  town.  We  be- 
lieve the  present  system  of  having  three  terms  each  of  the  two 
schools  in  the  village  and  two  terms  each  of  the  three  outside  dis- 
tricts, and  a  chance  for  all  to  come  to  the  village  school  in  winter, 
is  the  best  arrangement  that  could  be  made.  We  have  during  the 
past  year  made  great  improvements  on  two  of  our  school  houses, 
so  that  now  they  are  neat  and  pleasant  as  school  rooms  need  to  be. 
But  we  still  lack  other  improvements  for  schooling  in  town,  and 
that  is,  the  people  in  the  east  district  are  in  heed  of  a  new  school 
house,  which  we  hope  to  see  built  this  spring,  after  which  Green- 
field will  have  as  good  places  to  educate  her  sons  and  daughters  as 
any  small  town  need  to  have.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


The  completion  of  the  new  school  house  in  the  east  part  of  the 
town,  for  which  $600.00  was  appropriated  at  the  last  school  meet- 
ting",  places  us  among-  the  New  Hampshire  towns  that  are  credit- 
ably supplied  in  that  respect.  We  feel  that  we  need  no  longer  be 
ashamed  of  onr  school  honses.  The}"  are  good  enough  for  any 
small  town,  and  we  congratulate  the  citizens  of  Greenfield  upon 
the  fact  that  we  haven't  a  poor  school  house  in  town. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  that  your  committee  overrun  the 
approi)riation  by  a  little  over  $60.00.  We  built  tiie  school  house 
for  the  amount  appropriated,  but  are  still  in  debt  for  the  desks 
and  furniture.  VVe  feel  confident,  however,  that  no  one  who  has 
looked  it  over  will  say  that  the  money  was  not  wisely  expended. 
We  have  yet  to  hear  a  man  say  we  could  have  done  all  that  should 
have  been  done  with  less  money.  The  interests  of  the  town  are 
one,  and  one  portion  can  not  be  improved  without  benefitting*  the 
whole  town. 

Now  that  the  town  has  provided  so  well  for  the  schools,  we 
think  parents  should  appreciate  it  and  see  that  their  children  regu- 
larly attend.  There  is  much  need  of  improvement  along  this  line. 
The  town  has  provided  liberally  for  our  children.  AVc  have  pleas- 
ant, well-furnished  schools.  Books,  and  everything  the  scholar 
needs,  are  provided  without  cost  to  the  pu])ils.  Eich  aiKl  poor 
fare  alike — the  poorest  child  iii  town  can  have  equal  advantages 
with  the  richest.  It  only  remains  for  the  parents  to  see  to  it  that 
their  children  do  their  part  and  take  these  advantages  f(^r  which  the 
town  pays.  It  is  right  here  the  trouble  lies.  Parent*  seem  to 
think  a  clay  or  two  lost  every  week  no  harm.  The  fact  is,  every 
day  a  child  is  absent  he  loses  something'  he  may  never  have  a 
chance  to  make  up,  for  in  one  school  this  last  year  there  were  865 
whole  dnvs  lost  in  one  term  in  this  way.  That  means  tliat  some 
of  our  ciiildren  have  lost  something  that  money  cannot  buy  and 
will  be  just  so  nuich  loss  to  them  all  through  their  lives.  Then 
again,  many  children  who  do  regularly  attend  school  fail  to  derive 
as  nuich  benefit  frotn  it  as  they  otherwise  would,  because  they 
hear  the  teacher  criticised  so  nuich  at  home.  The  best  teacher 
that  ever  lived  cannot  overcome  the  harm  done  by  this.'  The  ])oor- 
est  teacher  will  teach  pui)ils  enough  to  pay  for  sending  them  if 
they  are  not  so  ])rejudiced  at  home.  Even  if  the  teacher  is  not  very 
good,  \\  c  gain  nothing  and  lose  much  by  telling-  the  children  we 
think  so.  We  should  make  the  best  of  it  instead  of  the  worst 
of  it. 

With  the  money  appropriated  for  that  purpose,  we  have  greatly 
imi)r()ve(l  flu;  grounds  of  the  village  school,  and  can  take  pride  in 
its  appe;nan(!e.  We  believe  Ihe  town  is  acting-  very  wisely  in  be- 
ing so  liberal  about  school  nwitters.  Our  children  c:in  have  no 
reason  to  Ix;  ashamed  to  own  their  birthplace.  (JrecMilicld  is.  and 
will  be.  a  good  place  to  be  born  in  and  to  liv(>  in.

4th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  to 
repair  highways  and  appropriate  the  same. 

5th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
hire  a  sum  of  money  to  pay  town  debts,  or  take  any  action  relat- 
ing thereto. 

6th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  twen- 
ty-five dollars  for  the  Veterans'  Association  of  Greenfield  for  Me- 
morial Day. 

7th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  one 
hundred  dollars  for  school  purposes,  in  addition  to  amount  required 
to  be  raised  by  law. 

8th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  procure  land,  build  a  suit- 
able building  for  a  Library,  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  that  purpose,  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


In  the  treasurer's  report  will  be  found  one  item  marked  "Borrowed 
from  School  Fund."  This  is  the  explanation  of  that.  It  has  been 
the  custom  heretofore  for  the  selectmen  to  pay  the  bills  for  school 
supplies.  The  law  is,  "The  School  Board  shall  purchase  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  town  text  books  and  other  supplies  required  for  use  in 
the  public  schools."  This  year  the  selectmen  refused  to  pay  for  the 
supplies.  We  then  took  counsel  and  found  there  were  no  funds  avail- 
able for  that  purpose.  It  now  seemed  to  us  the  best  way  out  of  the 
difficulty  was  for  us  to  borrow  money  and  pay  the  bills.  There  was 
a  surplus  in  the  treasurer's  hands.  It  seemed  better  to  borrow  from 
that  surplus  than  go  outside  for  the  money.  In  the  future  a  sum  of 
money  will  have  to  be  appropriated  every  year  for  that  purpose.

The  money  you  have  put  in  our  hands  has  been  judiciously  expend- 
ed according  to  our  best  ability  for  the  best  interest  of  all  the  schools 
in  town.  To  select  suitable  teachers  and  aid  them  the  needed  assist- 
ance requires  a  combination  of  rare  qualities.  No  office  of  the  town 
is  of  greater  importance  than  that  which  has  relation  to  the  superin- 
tendence of  schools,  and  in  order  to  keep  the  schools  in  a  flourishing 
and  active  condition  the  parents  must  co-operate  with  the  teachers. 
They  must  feel  and  manifest  an  active  interest  during  the  term.  It 
is  in  their  power  greatly  to  aid  or  entirely  counteract  the  labors  of 
the  best  teachers. 

Much  might  be  said  in  governing  schools.  While  some  govern  too 
much,  others  govern  too  little;  but  they  who  govern  by  a  motion  of 
the  finger  or  a  glance  of  the  eye,  or  some  silent  reproof,  are  the  most 
successful.  It  is  of  great  importance  in  having  the  educators  of  our 
children  qualified  and  adapted  for  their  work.  The  young  mind  needs 
to  be  cared  for  and  educated  by  those  who  understand  its  motives, 
its  powers  and  the  peculiarities  of  each  pupil,  especially  in  the  lower 
grades.  One  of  the  most  essential  benefits  to  be  derived  by  the  town 
is  to  see  that  a  proper  amount  of  funds  are  appropriated  to  give  your 
children  a  good  practical  education.  Nothing  gives  a  town  a  better 
name  than  good  schools  and  well  kept  schoolhouses. 

Therefore  let  the  people,  whether  they  have  children  or  not,  do  all 
they  can  to  promote  the  best  educational  interest  of  the  children  at 
the  present  day  that  they  may  be  prepared  to  fill  any  station  of  life 
which  may  be  required  of  them  as  they  leave  the  home  of  childhood 
to  earn  their  living  and  enter  the  active  duties  of  good  citizenship.

submits  the  following  report.  The  money  put  in  our  hands 
has  been  expended  according  to  our  best  ability,  for  the  best 
interest  of  all  the  schools  in  town.  In  consequence  of  an 
oversight  of  the  voters  we  have  been  obliged  to  close  our 
schools  the  present  winter,  aAd  we  sincerely  hope  ^ou  will  raise 
the  necessary  funds  to  support  three  terms  in  every  school  dis- 
trict in  town  the  coming  year. 

We  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  some  of  the  parents  to  the 
law  which  was  passed  at  at  the  last  session  of  our  Legislature 
in  regard  to.  scholars  attending  school.  It  is  hard  work  for  a 
teacher  to  do  good  work  where  the  scholars  are  absent  three- 
fifths  of  the  time.  If  parents  will  only  take  an  interest  in  this 
matter  there  is  no  reason  why  Greenfield  cannot  be  abreast  of 
other  towns  in  the  matter  of-  education,  and  s^nd  her  boys  and 
girls  out  into  the  world  well  fitted  for  the  walks  of  business  life. 
Therefore,  let  us  all  do  what  we  can  for  the  children  of  today, 
who  will  soon  take  the  places  of  their  fathers  and  mothers,  and 
be  prepared  to  fill  any  station  in  which  they  may  be  placed.
